It is over a mile long 
and 314 feet high. Built over 40 years ago. It 
still retains its claim to being the longest, 
highest bridge of its type in the world. A 
cairn has been erected on the highway at the 
eastern end of the bridge commemorating it* 
construction.

FORT WHOOP-UP — A cairn marks the site of this 
most notorious of pioneer torts of Alberta, six 
nines south of Lethbridge at the junction of the 
St. Mary and Oldman rivers. Here in 1866 Ameri¬ 
can Free Traders, dominating Southern Alberta 
and recognizing no law but their own, built a 
pallisaded tort where they traded whiskey to the 
Blackfoot Indians for buffalo skins. Wagonloads 
of these valuable hides were transferred to Fort 
Benton, Montana, until the coming of the North 
West Mounted Police cleared the country of this 
lawless element. 

A BIT OF THE PAST — The history of Lethbridge 
dates back to 1872, when Nicholas Sheran found 
outcroppings of coal on the bank of the Oldman 
river, below the site of the present city. He com¬ 
menced small mining operations and hauled the 
coal by bull train over the prairies to Macleod 
and Calgary, and to Fort Benton, Montana, on 
the Missouri river. As a village, Lethbridge was 
known as Coal Banks, and this name remained 
until 1885 when it was changed in honor of Wil¬ 
liam Lethbridge, president of the Northwest Coal 
and Navigation Company, which developed the 
Galt coal properties of Coal Banks. Lethbridge 
became a town in 1891, and a city in 1906, and 
now boasts a population of around 24,000.
